_ New constitution to govern next papal election 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul, in new 
and detailed regulations for the election of a 
pope, has retouched the provisions for 
breaking possible deadlocks. 


He stipulates in his apostolic constitution 
‘Romano Pontifici Eligendo’”’ that a deadlock 
over the election of a pope may be broken if 

all cardinals taking part in a conclave (or 

papal election assembly) vote unanimously to 
suspend the two-thirds-plus-one majority 
regulation, or to delegate authority to elect a 
pope to a small committee of cardinals, or to 
reduce the number of candidates to the 
two front-runners. 


THE NEW constitution, dated Oct. 1 but 
published Nov. 13, incorporates most of the 
_ provisions Pope Pius XII and Pope John XXIII 
set down for papal elections. It also 
incorporates Pope Paul’s own innovations: 
that no cardinal who has passed his 80th 
birthday can enter a conclave to elect a pope, 
and that the number of cardinal-electors may 
not exceed 120. 


Pope Paul did not, as he himself had hinted 
he might, associate elected bishops or 
Eastern-rite patriarchs in the election of 
future popes.

Natural family planning expert 
questions Ovulometer as aid

For Catholics interested in natural family 
planning, a new advertised product, the . 
Ovulometer, would seem to offer an ideal 
solution. But does it? 


Mrs. Laura Kristal; Responsible Parent- 
hood coordinator for the diocese, jis 
skeptical, SC queried her about an ad which 
claims that the product is ‘‘a highly sensitive 
recording device...that measures voltage 
potentials in the body’’, or ‘‘biofeedback.”’ 


But the Catholic Family Services expert on 
natural family planning has doubts about the 


capabilities claimed for the device. 


_ “BY TAKING THE Ovulometer in the 
palm of your hand,’’ the ad states, ‘‘and 
holding an electrode to your forehead, you 
can record, injust a few seconds, the amount — 


_ of bioelectric levels in your body.” 


_ Allegedly, a woman can then use the 
reading to determine whether she is in the. 
ovulating zone and susceptible to concep- 


» tion. 


Mrs. Kristal questions the Ovulometer’s 


ability to tell the difference between 


ovulation and other bodily energy, and says 
we are living in an age of anxiety and that 
affects our bodily cycles. 


IF CONSUMER affairs offices decide the 
device is legitimate, she says her office will 
order one (advertised price is $24.95) to test 
it. ‘If we find in tests it’s reliable, we will

with La Jolla obstetrician-gynecologist Dr. 
Robert Fiorentino. She trained at clinics in 


Los Angeles, and the Human Life Center in 


Minneapolis. ‘ » 
_ She types her clinic users as between 21 


and 35 years old, and most are married. Men ~ 
are interested, and “many regulatly attend © 
“the clinic with their wives. She Says not all ~ 
are Catholic, and ‘‘a Significant number are — 
- Mormon, Adventist or Jewish’. : 


‘‘Many feel they want the natural life in 
general, and natural family planning is part 
of it,’’ she said. 


THE DIOCESAN Responsible Parenthood 
program, also involved in treating infertility 
and providing premarital consultation, 
handles referrals from other health services 
and free clinics, and works through the 
schools and churches, said Mrs. Kristal. 


She added that her office makes available 
a five-day program on family life, covering 
sexuality, interpersonal relations between

‘Generous gifts help crush 
_ poverty,’ local leader says

Through their donations to the Campaign 
for Human Development (CHD) Catholics of 
the San Diego diocese have doubled their 
investment and ‘‘have really helped 
eliminate some of the root causes of poverty 
in several areas of the diocese,”’ said Msgr. 

-Mark Doran, diocesan director of the 
national fund drive. 


Since CHD was started by the U.S. 
bishops in 1970, Catholics in this diocese 
have donated more than $150,000 to the 
annual campaign, but anti-poverty projects 
in this diocese have received nearly $300,000 
in CHD funding, he explained. - 


_ “PEOPLE TOGETHER With Hope” is the 


theme of this year’s campaign, which will be | 


observed in all parishes of the diocese this 
Sunday, Nov. 23. 


Msgr. Doran also noted that people 
throughout the diocese have always given 
generously to the drive. ‘‘In 1973 the diocese 
sent $20,000 to the national‘CHD office, and 
last year donations increased by more than 
30 per cent with total contributions of 
$30,200.’’ 


Special envelopes for the campaign have 
been distributed to all parishes and Msgr. 
Doran urges all people of the diocese to 
respond as generously as they did last year. 


“CHD ACTUALLY serves two purposes 
throughout the country,”’ Msgr. Doran 
explained. ‘‘First, campaign funding for 


self-help anti-poverty projects helps people 
help themselves to break the hellish circle of 
‘poverty. 

“It also helps serve an educational 
purpose by showing us all that poverty is 
very real in this country and is not something 
experienced only by people overseas in 
Third World countries.” 


He also noted that the national CHD office 
doesn’t just pass money around to 
poverty-stricken people. ‘‘Those applying 
for a CHD project grant must meet specific 
criteria and submit detailed plans for the 
project,’’ he said. 


“THE MAJORITY of people benefitting 
from the project must be from low-income 
groups, and the poor themselves must have 
a voice in planning the project. 


‘And funding is primarily directed toward 
projects unable to obtain adequate financing 
from the government or other sources. 
Priority is given to projects that attack the 
basic causes of poverty; those which result in 


. an institutional change to benefit the 


greatest number of people,’’ Msgr. Doran 
said. i G 


He pointed out that only one in 10 projects 
submitted are approved for CHD funding, 
and that many dioceses have yet to get a 
project funded. ‘‘The San Diego diocese has 
been particularly blessed in this area,’’ he 
said.

Msgr. John McDonagh dies 


1,000 pay prayerful tribute

Catholics—are they really richer? 


SC editor Michael Newman is away. His usual 
space is being filled by guest editors. This week’s 
article is written by Father John P. Foley, editor of 
‘‘The Catholic Standard and Times’’, archdiocesan 
newspaper of Philadelphia. He debates whether 
material prosperity has brought increased piety 
among Catholics. 


A recent poll has indicated that—after 
Jews—Irish, Italian, Polish and German Catholics 
have the highest average incomes in the nation. 


A recent poll has also indicated that Sunday 
Mass _ attendance among Catholics has dropped 
one-third since 1963. : 


Thus, it would seem, piety and prosperity do not 
always go hand in hand. We seem to remember 
some words of Our Lord about the difficulties the 
rich will experience in entering the kingdom of 


. heaven. The causes to which the decline in Mass 
attendance are attributed are the Church’s teaching - 


on birth control, divorce and the authority of the 
Pope. 

While there has undoubtedly been great 
confusion caused by those even within the Church 
who have challenged the Church’s teaching on 
birth control, divorce and papal authority, the 
Church’s teaching—it seems to us—has remained 
both clear and consistent. : 


Frustration of creative purpose 
Because it involves direct interference with the 


- generative process and deliberate frustration of the 
' procreative purpose of marriage, artificial contra- 


ception is always wrong. Because Jesus himself 
said, “‘What God has joined together, let not man 
put ‘asunder,’’ the dissolution of a consummated 
sacramental marriage is never allowed. 


And, when the successor of St. Peter, in virtue of 


his office as Vicar of Christ, formally defines a 


doctrine of faith or morals as pertaining to the 
deposit of revelation, he is preserved from error. 


These doctrines are not now nor have they ever 
been easy sayings. : 


Previous generations Of Catholics, however, 
admitted. their truth while conceding their 
n-.as.. sinful,..attempted marriage after ‘civil 


as heretical. 


‘ *s Some contemporary Catholics,. however, influ- d

It is not surprising then that, having repudiated 
the obligation to obey God, they neglect both the 
opportunity and the obligation. to worship him.

Ironically, many of these same Catholics have 
‘become prosperous because they have been the 


heirs of earlier generations who believed deeply, 
lived virtuously and sacrificed much in order that 


-their children and children’s children might live 


better—both materially and spiritually—in this 


fficulty and they recognized artificial contracep- — 


world and might have the opportunity of religious 
guidance toward the next world. ee 
In large measure, the Church in the United 


‘States and Catholics in the United States are the 


beneficiaries of the widow’s mite—for it was the 
poor who built:the churches; it was the poor who 
sacrificed for the schools; and it was the poor who 
gave from the little they had to finance works of 
charity unparalleled in the history of this nation and 
perhaps of the world. 

It was the poor who impoverished themselves yet 
further in the goods of this world to preserve and 
propagate the faith they loved and lived by. 


More prosperity —less piety 
What a tragedy it is, then, to see that some 


- Catholics, in attaining prosperity have apparently 


lost piety. Perhaps they need to be reminded of the 
words of Jesus which St. Ignatius Loyola so 
effectively quoted to St. Francis Xavier: ‘’What 
does it profit a man to gain the world world and 
suffer the loss of his own soul2’’ 


The material progress of Catholics, it seems to 


us, has clearly not been matched by a simultaneous 
spiritual. progress. While numbers and statistics 
alone do not reveal the extent of religious influence 
or the depth of religious commitment, they can be 
reflective of trends. - eee 
Thus, it does. not seem to us to be spiritual 
progress when men who have freely made a 
lifetime commitment to fidelity to the priesthood 
and to priestly celibacy repudiate that commitment. 


It: does not seem. to us to be spiritual progress 
when the schools which other generations have 
sacrificed to build as fortresses of faith are’ viewed 
by some as expensive anachronisms. 


It does not seem to us to be spiritual progress 
when more and more Catholics not only do not 


- practice their beliefs but cannot even articulate 


them. 

~ If Catholics are, in fact, more prosperous, is it 
unfair to ask whether they are, in fact, truly any 
richer? Does. there exist the fervor of faith, the 


fidelity of religious practice, the generosity of spirit — 


which made Catholics in this land truly a ‘‘holy 
nation, a people set apart ie x .

Where your treasure is... 


It:was Jesus Christ- who said, ‘‘Where your 
treasure’is, there also will your heart be.’’ 


Have many American Catholics found a new 
treasure? Have they suffered a ‘‘spiritual heart 
attack?’’ Have they forgotten that ‘‘we have not 
here a lasting city?’’ Frankly, we think they have. 

Statistics would indicate that material prosperity 
has not been accompanied by increased piety 
among many American Catholics. We sincerely 
hope that these statistics are symptoms of a passing 
indisposition rather than of a terminal disease. 

It seems to us, however, that the twofold scandal 
of religious infidelity and questionable theology is 
an infection from which the Church in the United 
States will not quickly recover. 


Mother ocean, Father earth and me 


We were talking. ..about-the claim. 


that ‘‘Life begins in the sea,’’ and 
discussing the extent -of human 
dependency on water, our affinity for 
it and the symbolism attributed to 
water by almost every culture. 


“The sea, says James Burkhart, is 
the ideal mother because it contains 
the ingredients and medium. for 
growth, including amino acids, the 
basic units of life. 


WATER, WE KNOW, is the natural 
element of the newly-born human 
being. He is drawn from the 
protective cushioning of amniotic 
fluids into a harsh and_ blinding 
environment of light, noise, rough- 
ness and insecurity. No wonder, 
doctors are telling us, that new-born 
babies cry! 


‘Life begins in the sea.’’ Watching 
the eager crowds of. people on the 
beaches, seeing the unique freedom 
and joy of the children as they splash 
in the shallows, | wonder if. in our 
annual pilgrimages to the ocean, we 
are not unconsciously seeking our 


sources—reaching back to our begin- 
nings? ey 


Primitive people have a way of. 


expressing their relationship with the 


elements and nature—and all created | 


things—in terms of family bonds. 
They see themselves more clearly part 
of the universe than we who are more 
sophisticated.. 


WE, TOO, SPEAK of ‘‘Mother 
Earth’’ and ‘‘Fatherlands,’’ but 
perhaps this is not a true reflection of 
our relationship. Would it not be more 
accurate to speak of ‘’Father Earth’”’ 
and ‘‘Mother Sea‘’’. or ‘‘Mother 
Water’’? The earth, manifestly a 
provider, seems more father than 
mother who is, after all, a life-giving 
source. 


Water nurtures and sustains life. 
Without water we grow dehydrated 
and die. Without water our systems 
grow toxic and poison us. Without 
water plants cannot grow nor animals 
survive. No food, no drink—nothing! 


When Christ spoke of the water of 


life, he was relating to and drawing 


i 


upon his. listeners’ recognition of an 
existential fact. The living waters to 
which he referred are the life-supports 
of our spiritual being. 


AND IN BAPTISM, we re-enact the 
human. experience of receiving life, 
and imbue it with new significance, 


reaffirming that man is more than 


body, and life more than physical 
existence. . 


There are approximately 400 refer- - 


ences in the Bible to water, and 
almost the same number to the sea. 
The sea seems to represent power and 
the wonder of creation. Water is used 
mainly in the context of thirst and 
cleansing. The term ‘‘living ‘water’’ 
occurs in both Leviticus and Numbers 
before we find it in the Gospel of St. 
John, at least in the older translations. 
The newer versions interpret it as 
“fresh waters.’’— - “ 


I think the most profound meaning 
of the phrase is in Christ’s words to 
the Samaritan woman at the well. ‘If 


you had only recognized God’s gift » 


and who it is that is asking you for a 


drink, you would have asked him 
instead and he.would have given you 
living water...Whoever drinks the 
water | give shall never be thirsty 
again. No, the water | give shall 
become a fountain within him, leaping 


_up to provide eternal life.’’ 


IT IS SUCH A beautiful analogy — 
the spring of eternal life gushing up 
like a geyser within the true believer, 
spraying out to touch and quench 
those around. The very symbol: of 
water itself tells more than words 


about the infusion of divine grace. . 


It is fluid, flowing smoothly, fitting 
itself to evéry shape and form, filling 
every gap and emptiness; it cleanses 
and nourishes as it flows, and heals 


and soothes; it’stimulates, revives and 
restores energy, eases thirst. 


If it is a scientific fact that physical 
life has its origins in the sea, and a 
theological fact that spiritual life wells 
from oceans of living water poured out 
by God’s loving generosity, then, 
truly, water must be both our natural 
and supernatural element!

‘Who really wrote 
the five books of 
the Pentateuch?

In the movie The Ten Commandments, 
Moses is pictured handing on to Joshua the 
‘“‘Torah’’ or ‘‘Pentateuch’’ in completed and 
bound form. The scene reflects the 
understanding of the source of the Bible’s 
first five books that was accepted without 
question by Jews and Christians for 
generations. 


The ancient belief that Moses authored 
the Pentateuch is reflected in the designa- 
tion of it as ‘‘the five books of Moses.’’ 


BECAUSE OF their great importance to 
Christianity and Judaism, the books of the 
Pentateuch (it comes from the Greek 
phrase meaning the book in five volumes) 
have been subjected to the intense scrutiny 
of Biblical and literary scholars. 


Many questions arose concerning Mosaic 
authorship. How could Moses write of his 
own death and burial (Deuteronomy 34:1-8)? 
What is the reason for the differences in 
vocabulary, grammatical structure and 
literary style evident in the oldest texts if 
there was but a single author? 


Why is God. referred to. sometimes as 
“Yahweh, the name given to Moses (Exodus 


3:14) and at other» times as’ Elohim, .an 


ancient Hebrew term for a divine being? 

- What is the explanation for the existence of 
doublets, two slightly different versions of 
events: like the creation of man and the 
flood? 


HOW COULD Moses have written of 
events and people that occurred historically 
long after his death, for example the 
Philistines (Genesis 21:32)? Why are two 
different names used for the same 
geographical site without any apparent 
reason? The Holy Mountain is referred to 
sometimes ‘as Sinai, other times as Horeb. 


As the scholars studied the Pentateuchal 
writings they discovered ancient pious 
legends that had grown up to explain many 
of the discrepancies and anachronisms, but 
they continued to seek other explanations. 


A variety of theories were advanced, some 
plausible, some far fetched. Many faded 
away in the light of newer scholarship, 
others persisted. 


WHILE IT would be foolish to say that the 
issue has been finally settled, it is possible to 
say that most Catholic scholars agree on 
certain conclusions regarding particular 
points. 


The Pentateuch is a complex literary work 
of intricately interwoven traditions. The four 
principal streams of tradition that have been. 
identified are known by the letters J, E, D 
and P. The letters stand for Yawist (from the 
German Jawist), Elohist, Deuteronomic and 
Priestly. 


Of these streams of ‘traditions the oldest 


seems to be the J or Yahwist. It takes its 


name from the fact that it consistently uses 
the name Yahweh to refer to God. While the 
J tradition was developed over a matter of 
centuries in both oral and written form, 
scholars believe that it took its most 
definitive form in about the 10th century 
B.C. in the Southern Kingdom. 


THE SECOND stream of tradition, which 
like Y is narrative in form, is the E or Elohist 
tradition. It takes its name from the 
consistent use of the name Elohim in its 
pre-Sinai references to God. Its roots are 
probably to be found in the. Northern 
Kingdom after the schism of 922 and may 
have’ its basis in the religious eons of 
Elijah and Elisha. 


A third tradition is the D or Duetero- 
nomic, so named because with minor 
exceptions it is found only in the Book of 
Deuteronomy. The heart of D probably 


originated in the Northern Kingdom but has_ 


its roots in the Mosaic age. 


It was likely brought:to the Southern 
Kingdom after the fall of Samaria (721 B.C.) 
and later rediscovered in the Temple during 
the reign of King Josiah (2 Kings 22:8ff). D

Thus of the four traditions, two, the J and 
the E, are narrative and two, D and P} are 
generally legislative. Two originated in the 
Notth, E and D, and two in the-south, J and 
P. The first two were likely combined in the 
Southern Kingdom following the fall. of 
Samaria. Part of E was lost at this time by 
editing probably those portions nearly 
identical with J. 


Where there were variations in» the 
traditions the editors left both intact 
recognizing that what was important was the 
religious truth, not historical accuracy.. No 
effort was made to standardize names, thus 
both Yahweh and Elohim were left in as 
were Sinai and Horeb. 


THE FINAL redaction or editing took pace 
during and after the Babylonian exile. 


The Pentateuch then is like a tapestry of~ 


divine revelation, meticulously woven of 
various strands of tradition under divine 
inspiration that tells who the chosen People 
of God are, where they came from, and why 
they were called.

Handing down heritages

Msgr. Ray Teller and his co-workers in the 
religious education office for the Archdio- 
cese of Philadelphia believe it is one thing to 
tal: about preaching the Gospel and quite 
another to actually do it. 


Seeking to translate such thought and talk 
into actions and projects, they organized a 
pilot ‘‘Evangelization ’74 Program’’ de- 
signed ‘‘for everyone interested in the 
Catholic Church and her teachings.”’ 


THE BASIC model was followed from 
October-December in 25 centers of the 
Philadelphia area. Over 1,400 persons 
registered for the course and participated in 
these sessions, a turnout clearly indicating 
evangelization of this nature fulfills a need 
for many individuals in comtemporary 
society. 


The planners took as their guiding 
principle a definition from the Synod of 
Bishops on the Evangelization of the Modern 
World: ‘‘Evangelization is the activity 
whereby the Gospel is proclaimed and 
explained, and whereby living Faith is 
awakened in non-Christians.”’ 

The series presented a complete survey of 
Catholic teaching achieved through a one 
night each week, one-and-one-half-hour 
session for 11 weeks. 


INDIVIDUAL CLASSES did not follow a 


‘straight lecture, then question and answer 
- pattern. Instead, the program attempted to 


develop an experiential approach, modeling 
this example of Christ: 


“In teaching, Jesus did not ordinarily 
present theological formulations to ~ be 
memorized, but rather he shared a religious 
experience. He encouraged dialogue by 
asking questions (e.g., Who do men say that 
Iam?). He also listened and allowed time for 


‘prayer and reflection. Moreover, in a 


fascinating way, he celebrates the presence 
of God.’’.

FOR EXAMPLE, lesson 10, “‘We are a 
prayerful people who worship,’’ contained a 
lecture on prayer and worship, then 
audio-visuals explaining the ‘‘Our Father’ 
and ‘‘The Rosary Story.”

The intricacies of Old Testament history, 
including matters like the Yahwist and 
Elohist traditions, together with the riches of 
the Church’s past and present cannot be 
absorbed in a single sitting, or in 11 for that 
matter.

Hebrew Name for God 
Images of God

The first five books of the Bible, the 
Pentateuch, are particularly cherished by 
the Jews, who call these books the “‘Law”’ or 
“Torah,’’ the living expression of God’s will 
in their regard. And these books ought to be 
cherished not only by the Jews but by 
Christians and indeed by all people, for they. 
tell the story of our creation by a loving God 
and the way He formed a people for Himself. 


The Pentateuch testifies to the faith of the 
Hebrew people in a God who wills to enter 
into communion with men; and the faith of 
this people is rooted in their lived experience 
that this God has indeed acted in their behalf 
and, through the leadership of Moses, 
delivered them from slavery in Egypt and 
led them to a land flowing with milk and 
honey. 


TODAY SCHOLARS recognize that the 


Pentateuch integrates into a moving and 
dramatic document several diverse yet 
harmonious traditions of the Hebrew tribes 
who treasured the memory of the patriarch 
Abraham and the prophet Moses. 


Two of the earliest of these traditions are 


the Yahwist and the Elohist, and our lives as 


Christians will be strengthened and deep- _ 


ened if we open our hearts to the truths that 
God reveals to us through these witnesses to 
the faith of the Hebrew people. 


The Yahwist tradition is given this name 
becuase it uses the Hebrew word Yahweh to 
refer to the great and living God who made 
us for Himself. The potions of the 
Pentateuch stemming from this tradition are 
beautiful and dramatic portrayals of a God 
who wills to be close to His creatures. 


HE IS THE GOD who blew into Adam’s 
nostrils ‘‘the breath of life, and so man 
became a living being’’ (Genesis 2.7), who 
made woman as a suitable partner for man, 
giving him one who would at last be bone of 
his bones and flesh of his flesh (Genesis 
2.20, 23), who even put a mark on Cain so 
that he would not be killed at sight, 
déclaring ‘‘If anyone kills Cain, Cain shall be 
avenged sevenfold’’ (Genesis 4.15). 


Through the Yahwist tradition . God 
teaches us that we are to have hope and 
courage, for the Yahwist tradition bears 
witness to a faith that sees victory in the 
moment of defeat despite the continuing 
tragedy of sin in human life. 


“If you do well,’’ we are told, “‘you can 


_ hold up your head; but if not, sin is a demon 
lurking at the door: his urge is toward you, » 


yet you can be his master’ (Genesis 4.7). 


AND VICTORY WILL be ours, not 
because of our initiative, but because of 
_ God’s. For it is this loving, compassionate 
God who tells us that He will put enmity 
between Satan and the woman, between his 
offspring and hers, and that eventually the 
sons of Eve will strike at the head of Satan 
(Genesis 3.15). : 


- God, the Yahwist tradition tells us, is the 
One who calls men to Himself in Abraham, 
unconditionally promising that He, the One 


and only God, will be with us and for us. To 
Abraham Yahweh said, ‘‘I will make of you a 
great nation, and I will bless you; I will make 
your name great, so that you will be a 
blessing... All the communities of the earth 
shall find blessing in you’’ (Genesis 12.2). 


_From the Yahwist we learn that we are 
indeed living beings made by God and made 
to live in communion with Him. From the 
Yahwist we learn that this God gives Himself 


to us with no strings attached, uncondition- ~ 


ally. In our moments of darkest despair we 


can have confidence that He, the Lord, is 


with us, burning with compassion and with a 
desire to walk in friendship with us and to 
rescue us from sin and slavery. 


THE ELOHIST tradition, given this name 
because it uses the Hebrew word Elohim to 
refer to the one and only God, does not give 
us the colorful stories designed to let us - 
know that God wills to be as close to us as 
the breath in our nostrils that the Yahwist 
tradition does. Rather through this tradition 
God wills to tell us that, despite His burning 
love for us and desire to live in communion 
with us, He is not like man. >

in the Yahwist, but through dreams or 


through fire or through angels. — 


The Elohist tradition, too, teaches us that 
our salvation is through the Lord, that He is 
the one who takes the initiative and in whom 
we are to put our trust. And the Elohist 
tradition also teaches us that we must look 
into ourselves, get rid of the evil and foreign 
gods in our hearts, and reform’ our lives. 
Otherwise we will be lost (cf..Genesis 35.2). 


GREAT TRUTHS are given to us by both 
the Yahwist and the Elohist traditions. The 
significance of those truths for our lives as 
Christians is as critical for us today as it was 
millenia ago. : 


From both of these traditions we learn that 
there is indeed a God, a Being who is our 
Lord and creator and upon whom we 
depend, from whom we receive life itself. 
From them we learn that we must look into 
our hearts and seek humbly and honestly to 
rid ourselves of the “‘demon lurking at the 
door.”’ é 


And from them we learn that we are to 
have heart and hope, for this utterly 
sovereign God is a Being who wills to live in 
friendship and communion with us. Al- 
though neither the Yahwist nor the Elohist 
traditions gives us God’s most complete 
revelation of Himself, how wondrously true 
to His promise did that God remain. 


FOR WE KNOW that He came to us 
personally in Jesus, His Son and our 
brother. With Jesus we can call that God our 
Father, and through Him we can have a hope 
that ought to be even more courageous than ~ 
that that burned in the hearts of the Hebrew 
people from whom both of these traditions 
sprang and to whose living faith they bear 
eloquent witness.

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Bible Personalities: The Priest 


Sense of Reverence and 
awe develops through

“For the lips of the priest are to 
‘pronounce Torah and instruction is to be 
sought from his mouth.’’ (Malachi 2:7) 
One of the unnamed writers of the Torah 
was a priest. Perhaps his name was Levi. 
After all, priestly families of the Old 
Testament were called the sons of Levi. 


MOREOVER, THE worship book: of the 
Torah is named Leviticus. For convenience 


sake then, let us call him Levi rather than the — 


more impersonal ‘‘priestly editor.”’ 


Levi determined that people should never 
forget the holiness of God and the necessity 
for reflecting this in a holy and moral life. 
The central image in Levi’s life was the 
shrine of the Ark of the Covenant. 


The Ark was a wooden chest overlaid with 
gold. Its gold lid was known as the “‘mercy 
seat.’’ The gold cherubs rested on the Ark. 
Their posture of adoration reminded the 
onlookers that the ark was the place where 
God came to dwell with his people. 


__ AT TIMES a shimmering cloud rested on 
the Ark (and therefore. on the throne or 
mercy seat). The Hebrews called this cloud 
appearance the Shekinah or the glory which 
is God’s-presence. ~ 


The stone tablets containing the 10 
commandments were inside the Ark. In this 
way the symbols of worship and morality, 
The Ark and the commandments, are united. 


The Ark stood in the center of the Israelite 
campsites during their 40 years of travel in 
the Sinai. God’s glory reposed upon the Ark. 
Later, when the Hebrews became a settled 
people and built a Temple in Jerusalem, the 


~ glory of God dwelt in the holy of holies, the 
innermost sacred chamber of the sanctuary. 


LEVI TAUGHT. that the first-purpose of 
we orship was to acknowledge and celebrate 
the glory of God. He explained that worship 
was a time to note the official presence of the 
Lord. Thus worship begins with attention on 
God and not on what the participants are. 
getting out of it. 


It was he who urged that the name of God 
not be spoken. The second commandment 
stated that the name of God should not be 
taken in vain. To say the name is to exercise 
a certain possession of the one named. 


attention on God 


Hence, to ward people off from thinking they 
can control God by saying his name, Levi 
sequestered the holy name in silence. 


By placing attention on God at worship, 
Levi instilled the sense of reverence and awe 
out of which all great religion develops. His 
theory was that if fundamental wonder and 
respect is established at worship in the 
presence of the Glory, there is a strong 
likelihood that. people will respect and love 
one another and stand in awe at the wonders 
of creation. 


LEVI -OUTLINED the major forms. of 
worship whereby the people could express 
their basic-attitudes to God. These were (1) 
Holocaust, (2) Friendship Offering and (3) 
Atonement. ; 


In holocaust the victim was _ totally 
consumed by fire and transformed into the 
smoke that rose to the heavens. The sweet 
smell of this offering moved to the Lord to 
bless him for all his gifts. This act of worship 
acknowledged our permanent state of 
dependence upon the Lord. 


In the friendship offering, a portion of the 
lamb offered at the Temple was brought 
home for a sacred meal. The participants 


-were required to settle their. grudges 


beforehand and renew their love for each 
other. 


OFTEN THE youngest child was sent out 
to bring in two hungry strangers. The 
purpose was to link worship of God with the 
personal effort to live a life of love. The 
eating of consecrated food implied the 
assistance of divine strength to achieve this 
quest. g 


The atonement ceremony was a purifica- 
tion ritual designed to wash away sin and 


selfishness. Levi required the people to 


confess their sins. These were symbolically 
placed on’a goat; which was then sacrifi iced. 


(Thus the origin of ‘‘scapegoat.’’) ag 
Levi wove his thoughts into the first five 


books of the Bible so that the gold thread of 


- worship and reverence would clearly shine 


through along with the other aspects of the 
Law. In our present world, where we 
struggle so hard to retrieve the dignity of 
human life, the awesome message of Levi 
turning us toward the Glory of God is an 
enduring reminder of one of the deeper ways 
to solve our problems.

“Christians for Socialism,’’ an international group 
that seeks to foment revolution from within the 
Catholic and other churches in Latin America, is 
seeking new recruits. 


Founded in-Chile in 1972, during the period that 
the Marxist coalition government of President. 
Salvador: Allende ran that formerly ‘democratic 
-country, the organization held its most recent 
international encounter in Quebec, Canada. The 
meeting, which was not widely publicized, produced 
a lengthy document being circulated. in Latin 
America. 


The: 3,500 word statement makes it clear the 
movement is working for Marxist revolution, by | 
means of class struggle and ‘‘revolutionary 
practice.. not simple affirmations or new theoretical 
models.. 


CHRISTIANS FOR Socialism has. been con- 
demned by the Vatican. L’Osservatore Romano, the 
Vatican newspaper, spoke out against it months ago. 
Nevertheless, the movement claims to be spreading 
and has drawn young laymen and priests and even 
bishops to its ranks. X 


In Latin America, the Bishop of Cuernavaca, 
Mexico, Sergio Mendez -Arceo, is probably the 
highest ranking prelate who is outspokenly in favor 
of the movement.

In.general, Christians for Socialism blames the ills 
of the poorer countries of Latin America, Asia and 
Africa on ‘‘the unequal and contradictory character 
assumed by the world-wide expansion of capital- 
ism.’” It complains of ‘concentration of capital and 
technology in the hands of multinational firms,’’ 
most of which it says is based in the United States. 


MUCH OF WHAT the Christians for Socialism 
has to say about the U.S.firms parrots the line voiced 
by critics of big business in Washington. However, 
‘U.S. congressional investigators have discovered 
that many of the biggest companies have had to pay 
bribes and make ‘‘social contributions’’ to foreign 
governments to stay in business. 


The Christian group, though, insists that the 

power of these firms is greater than that of many 
nations and that foreign governments ‘‘find 
themselves obliged to bow before them.’’ 
International capitalism ‘‘is the strongest enemy 
that the working and peasant classes have to 
combat,’’ according to Christians for Socialism. 
_ To judge by what the group said, the 
anti-capitalist struggle is going better in Asia and 
Africa than in relatively sophisticated Latin 
America... It complained of. ‘‘the current fascist 
escalade in South America,’’ but claimed ‘‘impres- 
sive successes’’ in Vietnam, Cambodia, Guinea-Bis- 
sau, Mozambique, Angola and Palestine. 


Nevertheless, Christians for Socialism insists that 


“it has the answer. ‘‘It is socialism as a historic 


movement’ that brings together those concerned 
““with the interests of the proletariat and the most 
oppressed masses of the world.’’ 


FOR THE WORLD revolutionary movement to 


succeed in the face of ‘‘the brutal hostility of 
imperialism which utilizes anti-communist propa- 
ganda, economic blockade, political subversion, the 
accumulation of weapons and even war to impede its 
development,’’ the Socialist countries must do their 


~ part to defeat the common enemy. - 


As Christians for Socialism sees it, the labor 
movement and the poor countries have three 
concrete and urgent tasks to perform.in the fight for 
liberation and socialism. 


First they must seek international coordination of. 
the struggle of the unions, popular organizations 
and labor and peasant movements. Then they must 
contribute to efforts of various countries in defense 
of their natural resources and international prices, - 
that is to encoumage formation of raw: materials 
cartels. 


Finally, they must demonstrate solidarity 


. against the Fascist regimes’’ so as to attract liberals 


and progressives to the defense of human rights and 
add to the force of the workers’ struggle against 
international capitalism. 


THE CHRISTIANS for Socialism stretch a bit to 
reconcile religion and revolution. 


“To assume the subversive praxis of the exploited 
who are seeking to construct a new earth is to live 
the experience of evangelical conversion,’’ they 
said. ‘‘It is to encounter a new human and Christian 
identity.’’. They emphasize ‘‘the importance that 
Marxism takes on in this task of reformulation of the 
faith. Definitely, theology is made truth? in deeds, in 
revolutionary. practice.’

This, the fourth ‘‘wholly revised’’ edition, 
“faithfully follows the Liturgy of the Hours 
(previously reviewed in SC). It avoids many 
of the pitfalls of that unfortunate work 
although it still retains the banal psalm 


introductions and quotations, along with ~ 


intercessory prayers that lack inner rhythm. 
Nevertheless this is a fine volume to use. 
It is quality production from start to finish, 
including a sturdy binding and in a size that 
is easy to hold. Let us hope that many 
bishops will approve this volume for 
alternative prayer for their clergy.
